A CLEVER CAPTURE. 


Important Arrest of Counterfeiter* at Du- 


luth—Their Mode of Operations. 


CHICAGO, Oct. U,—Captain] Hall, of the 


United States 
Secret Service, recently 


placed under arrest at Uulutli, Minn., tlu-eo 
counterfeiters named McGovsrn, Walters 
and Chambers. Not Ions since- it was re- 
ported that a teu-iloilar silver certificates 
which had beeirpassed at Bnpcrd, Minn., 
was discovered to'be but'a successful imita- 
tion o£ the genuine oertificatu. Captain Hall 
at once went to that place, and traced the 
bill to one James McGovcrn, wlio kept a 
grocery store at Dululh. 
Three or four 


similar bills were hoard of nt Grand Forks, 
D T,, where they had buen passed by 
Charles Chambers, a saloon-keeper, v,;ho 
soon after went to 
Dulutli and joined 


McGovcrn 
in 
the 
grocery 
business. 


About this lime, a hand-printing press was 
sent from St. Paul ton iiian named Walters, 
who had also lived at Grand Forks. Cap- 
tain Hall at once arrested all three and 
made a search of Hie grocery store. At first 
it was fruitless, but finally the press was 
found in the bottom of a barrel covered 
with green coffee. 
In a waste-paper box 


was 
a numbering 
machine, and 
the 


chase was hidden the angle of a beam and 
the ceiling. 
Under theJfloor were a number 


of pieces of torn counterfeit bills, and under 
a window between the wninscoating and 
the wall were a full set of plates for print- 
ing 
ten-dollar 
certificates; also copper 


plates of rive-dollar and ten-dollar bills 
of the Bank ot 
Montreal. 
The notes 


had been -printed on common bank-note 
paper, and the red fiber seen in the paper 
used by the Government was ruled in with 
colored ink. All their work was well done. 
The prisoners arc all Canadians, and their 
intention was- to take a lot of tlio falso 
money up into the lumber camps this 
full and pass it on the wood-choppers 
and 
lumbermen. 
None of

terfeits could get back into civilization, 
where they could be detected until spring, 
and then the counterfeiters hoped to l>o far 
away from arrest.
